Over the weekend the OPA did a little more switching around 
on this business of who is eligible for purchasing what types of 
automobiles. Formerly eligibility for a new car in the lower price 
bracket (under $1,500) depended on eligibility for C gasoline ration, 
but as requirements for getting a C card are constantly changing, 
OPA released today a specific list of eligibles for this type car that 
supersedes the old basis on May 1. 


OPA’S New Eligibility List 
For Car Purchases Under $1,500 


To-wit, persons may purchase a new, under $1,500 car who use 
their cars for: official government or Red Cross business; travel 
from school to school (county school superintendents, etc.); group 
transportation to school; carrying U. S. mail; wholesale newspaper 
delivery and supervision; carrying nonportable photographic equip- 
ment; professional medical calls; professional calls by licensed farm 
veterinarians, public health nurses, licensed embalmers, and social 
workers; religious calls by practicing ministers or practitioners; 
carrying farm produce and supplies; transporting farm workers, 
fishermen, seamen, marine workers, radio broadcast engineers, 
and various other essential workers: recruiting and training work- 
ers and maintaining peaceful industrial relations; transporting con- 
struction workers, repair and maintenance and installation men— 
Skilled services; members of the armed forces: various delivery 
services; dealing in scrap metal; selling essential products. In ad- 
dition a person who has ODT permission to add a taxicab to his 
fleet, or who wishes to replace an unserviceable cab operated under 
ODT authority, is eligible. 

In announcing this list, however, the OPA pointed out that 
lations concerning the purchase of new cars that are more expen- 
sive, or the purchase of convertibles, regardless of price, are much 
less restricted.

The problem of the serviceman on furlough in respect to gaso-

$5.75 per crate; five dozen, $5.75 per crate; six dozen, $4.75 per 
crate:. Standard half crates: two dozen, $2.88; three dozen, $2.38 

Big Boston type lettuce: 114-bushel hamper, $3.90. 

As under previous rationing orders, wholesalers will determine 
their prices by adding fixed percentage mark-ups to the country 
shippers’ price. Retail prices are set by amendment eight, maxi 
mum price regulation 268, which was issued by the national OPA.

Finland | 

Rupture of diplomatic relations between 
this country and Finland will remedy one of 
two remarkable anomalies in the global war 
picture. 

Although Finland has been fighting against 
Russia, our ally, ever rince Germany’s treach- 
erous attack on the Soviets, we*have been tech- 
nically at peace with Finland. That is one odd 
angle. 

Again, although we are fighting a war for 
survival against Japan, Russia, our ally against 
the European Axis, is at peace with Japan. 

There has been good logic to explain both 
these peculiar situations.

Russia has been fully occupied by her mag- 
nificent fight against the Germans, Italians, 
et al. on her western front. So long as she 
could avert war with Japan, on her east, the 
better off she was. In fact, if the Soviet 
had been compelled to divert armies to fight 
Japan at her rear, it is extremely doubtful if 
she could have successfully met the German 
onslaught. 

As to Finland and our country, maintenance 
of diplomatic relations has given us a -toe- 
hold for contact with Germanized Europe that 
has been extremely valuable. 


Too, until the Finnish alignment with Ger- 
many, the Finns have been extremely popular 
in the United States. It was felt, too, that 
Finland was powerless to do aught but fight 
with Germany. The Nazis had her at their 
mercy, in any event. Then there was the re- 
cent Russo-Finnish war in which sympathy 
was altogether with the Finns. It was felt 
the Soviet was guilty of an unprovoked attack, 
though later events have revealed the wisdom 
of Russian seizure of necessary defense terri- 
tory in that area. 


Finland is a nation of sturdy, independent 
people worthy of our admiration. That they 
are, at the present, in the inexorable grip of 
German military and economic dominance is 
their tragedy. Severance of relations with that

little country of the north now seems the 
wisest course to pursue. 

Perhaps the action will hasten the day when 
Finland will get out of the war. Which is a 
development for us to desire.

‘Portal to Portal” 
One of the demands made by John L., Lewis 


an@ his United Mine Workers, in their threat 
to strike and thus stab the national war effort 
in the back, is for pay on a “portal to portal” 
basis. Outside of those connected with the 
coal mine industry itself few understand the 
meaning of this phrase or all it involves. 


Under resent methods of mine operation, 
the miners are paid for the time actually at 
work. They are not paid for the time it takes 
for them to travel from the mine mouth (the 
“portal’’) to the coal working face. What they 
now demand is full pay from the moment they 
enter the mine until they leave it, including 
the time spent on travel inside the mine, 


That, on the face, of it, may not seem un- 
reasonable. But, so unreasonable it actually 
is, that no longer ago than 1940 the UMW 
itself requested the wage and hour division of 
the United States Department of Labor that 
“travel time” inside the mine not be consid- 
ered a part of the work day. They were joined 
in this request by the Appalachian operators. 

The reason for that request in 1940 was that 
it would bring about a chaotic condition, be- 


cause of the unavoidable and tremendous var- 


lations in such travel time, not only as be- 
tween different mines, but between individual 
miners in the same mine. It was flatly stated 
that a fair wage scale covering all miners just 
could not be worked out on a “portal to portal” 
basis. Therefore, the UMW and the operators 
argued, “collective bargaining would be ren- 
dered impossible throughout the industry.” 

Furthermore, in 1934 John L. Lewis him- 
self, in demanding a 35-hour week for the 
miners, used as one of his main arguments 
the fact that miners spent anywhere from 20 
minutes to an hour and a half in getting to 
and from their working places inside the mine. 

Why, therefore, the ohange? Why the 
sudden insistence on “portal to portal’ pay 
when the UMW, representing the miners in 
collective bargaining negotiations for 50 years, 
has always opposed the plan and given good, 
logical reasons for that opposition, until this 
year? 

There can be only one answer. It must be 
the purpose of Lewis and other UMW officials 
to attempt to confuse the issue, to muddle the 
public mind and to endeavor to gain all other 
wage démands by the trick of abandonment 
of this issue, which they don’t want, anyway.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
A RAID INCIDENT WASHINGTON, April 26.—In releasing 


its communique giving belated details 
of the Doolittle bombing of Japan, the War Department omitted to 
tell one of the most dramatic human interest incidents in con- 
nection with the raid. 

The incident concerns the experience of one of our pilots who 
landed in China after being forced to take to 
his parachute from exhausted fuel supply. All 
of those who reached China suffered a similar 
experience, it is recalled. All had to bail out 
at night when the gasoline tanks of their planes 
went dry. 

The particular pilot in question landed on a 
mountain. Realizing he was on rough terrain, 
his first impulse was to hasten down to the 
lowlands in quest of habitation. Folding up his 
parachute after regaining his feet, he took a 
half dozen steps forward before som? inner 
voice halted him with the reminder that he 
was in a strange land. 

fie: “Take it easy,” the inner voice seemed to 
oes ae caution. 

Heeding the warning, the pilot stopped and sat down on a slab 
of stone. It was pitch darkness and nothing could be seen about 
him. Only a few stars faintly twinkled overhead. 

While collecting his composure he lighted a cigaret and pro- 
ceeded to enjoy his first smoke since bailing out of the plane. The 
dramatic events of the day crowded back into his fresh memory. 
He reflected on how lucky he was to go through the Tokyo bombing 
unscathed and now to find himself uninjured after bailing out in 
a strange land in total darkness. 


2,000-FOOT FALL But a still small voice within him seemed 

to continue the warning. to ‘‘take it easy.” 
He smoked the cigaret leisurely, inhaling each puff with a long, 
satisfying draught. When he had finished he flipped it to the 
ground in front of him—or what he supposed to be the ground. To 
his utter amazement, he watched that flaming cigaret stump fall 
2,000 feet! 

The pilot had been sitting within a few feet of the brink of a 
2,000-foot precipice. Just a few more steps forward at the time 
he was halted by that small inner voice and he would have plunged 
to his death. 

The thought of his narrow escape was so terrifying that he con- 
tinued to sit where he was until morning—not daring even to go 
to sleep. With the coming of dawn, he worked his way down on 
the opposite side. 


DOOLITTLE TOLD IT General Doolittle told this story him- 


self to the writer on his return to 
Washington after directing the Tokyo raid. Somehow it impressed 
him as one of the most dramatic incidents of the flight. 

As to the ability of one to see a lighted cigaret fall 2,000 feet, 
that is a well-known fact which any pilot will attest to. It ex- 
plains why smoking on the streets is prohibited in blackouts. Pilots 
are said to be able to spot the tiny flare from a cigaret at night 
for a distance of several thousand feet. 

It is possible now to explain another incident of the Doolittle 
raid that was not touched on in the official communique. The 
lone plane which went down in Russia—-the only one of the squaa- 
ron to escape destruction, incidentally—owes its good fortune to the 
fact that it was the “lame duck” of the expedition. 

NO DEFENSE Just before taking off hurriedly from the car- 

rier, this plane’s crew discovered that its gen- 
erating system had gone out of order. It was too late to make 
repairs and it was dangerous to delay the flight any longer. With- 
out its generating system working, the plane’s gun turrets could not 
be operated, since they were electrically controlled. This meant 
that it could not defend itself successfully if attacked by Japanese. 

Despite this behdicap, General Doolittle ordered the plane to 
take off anywty. By flying in formation it could be protected by 
other members of the squadron, 

In the excitement over Tokyo, the “lame duck” bomber ran into 
difficulties with Jap Zeros and became separated from othér mem- 
bers of its squadron. Having no gun protection, it was forced to 
take tefuge in the clouds. China seemed too far away to make it 
alone, so the pilot in command of the bomber ordered it to pro- 
ceed to the nearest neutral territory, which was Siberia. 

There the crew landed intact

of the Doolittle mission. It is true the Russians interned them. 
as they were required to do under international law, but the crew 
had the satisfaction of escaping the Japs despite their handicaps. 

But for the fact that the bomber started out as a “lame duck,” 
it undoubtedly would have been destroyed along with the others.

the country, came to Dallas to play a little exhibition with the 
Texas A. & M. eleven. He sent some wires to Boston on the strength 
of being a Dartmouth football star and got back an order for a 
500-word story on the massacre of A. & M. by Centre. 

That morning the famous Bo McMillian had got married and his 
pretty little bride was on the bench wearing her wedding bouquet 
and a handsome Centre sweater draped over her weddin t. 

What happened was, of course, that the A. & M. sam beat 
Centre. Cunningham saw not just the game but the tears on the 
bride’s cheeks, her clenched fists, and the rose petals that fell to 
the ground.

He does get around, spending 
about six months of each yéar on the road. 

His enthusiasm for his job burns as bright as it did when he 
was a cub reporter. That keeps him young and hustling. He has 
a charming wife, two equally charming daughtérs. He can play 
a piano as few persons can who do not work at it. He studied 
piano for years and almost became a concert pianist. He is six feet 
and weighs about 220. He can almost take that piano in his lap 
when he wants to give it a real going over. His oldest daughter 
also is a pianist and has begn featired with'a symphony orchestra or 
so. She now is even better than her daddy. 

If I haven’t already said he is one of the finer persons, I meant 
to. He is. There has been just room here to hit the highlights, but 
maybe it is enough to give you a picture of one of the newspaper 
profession’s more able men and one of its best persons. 
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The Untrained Can't Win in War 


Or in the Tough Post-War 
Competition 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


The New York Times recently questioned college students to 
discover how well they know their country, and found many who 
could not tell who was President during our Civil War. 

The Carnegie Institute, as you may recall, made a survey of our 
colleges some yéars ago and learned that the average freshman, 
newly come from high school, knows more than the average sopho- 
more, junior or senior. 

Yet the mental tests now being given to the brightest of high 
school seniors, with the understanding that all who make the grade 
will be given another year of schooling and then trained for the 
air force, indicate that a large percentage of these lads neither 
read newspapers nor try to keep informed concerning the war. 

What is the explanation? These kids in high school and college 
evidently have good minds or they couldn’t make their grades. 

Has life become so complicated and the truth so unpléasant 
that the weak unwittingly protect themselves by closing their minds 
against reality? Has modern freedom and the lack of old-fash- 
ioned discipline given them responsibility beyond their capacity? 
There may be many explanations, but two at least seem oem 

ispute. 

As some of our best-known educators have said for years, col- 
leges contain many youngsters who have no business there. And 
this may also be true of high schools. There are many kids with 
normal minds who detest books. Any kind of reading bores them. 

Keeping these in school] after they quit learning is like making 
a kid “take violin” year after year when it is obvious that he has 
no talent. They should be taken from scnool and trained in some 
calling they can learn and like. 

The other explanation is that most schools don’t teach what kids 
should know. They give “higher education” without giving the 
lower. Kids “take French” or some other foreign language, but 
don't learn English. They can't write legibly or spell. | 

What is important should be drilled into them so they never 
can forget. The Nazis have shown us one method. Our kids need 
preparation for a hard new life, and where shall they get -it if 
not in school?

MY D AY Japanese Evacuees 
-From Pacific Coast 
By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sunday.—At 8:30 last Friday morning, 
with several members of the War Relocation Authority staff, we 
left Phoenix, Ariz., and drove to Gila. This is desert country 
which flowers only when water is brought to 
it. Water is available if you work hard enough 
to irrigate the land. The War Relocation Au- 
thority has leased some of this land for the 
Japanese evacuees from the Pacific coast. 

The contractors who built the barracks to 
house the fourth largest city in Arizona simply 
scraped everything away, so there are tempo- 
rary barracks set down in a field of sand and 
hard-baked ground. When the wind blows 
evervthing is covered with sand. 

The sun beats down on these rows of bar- 
rack buildings, which are divided into spaces 5 OR 
about 25 by 20 feet, and in these spaces fami- *3:aipeecccctae 
lies have begun their lives anew. Many of them have made sc 
out of anything they could find available, and these are used to 
create privacy. 

Evervthing is spotlessly clean, and it is quite evident that the | 
community washing centers, both for people and clothes, are fre- | 
quently used. The community mess halls have nearly all been | 
decorated with paper streamers, paper flowers and paintings. The | 
food is adequate within the limits of rationing. We shared a meal | 
that was served to the staff, minus meat, butter, sugar and coffee. | 

The people work and around almost every barracks you can | 
see the results of their labor. Sometimes there are little Japanese | 
gardens, sometimes vegetables or flowers bloom, sometimes bushes 
transplanted from the desert grow high enough to afford a little 
Makeshift porches and shades have been improvised by 
some out of gunny sacks and bits of wood salvaged from packing 
cases. 

There are several industries going on to aid the war effort. 
To take part in them you must be an American citizen, and you 
must be checked by the FBI and the War Relocation Authority for 
loyalty to the United States. 

The city itself can employ a good many people and the 7,000 
acres under cultivation for the community require much work and 
attention. This is under the direction of an expert farmer and they 
produce an astonishing amount of food. 

When the war came there were in the United States about 127.500 
Japanese, two-thirds of whom were American born, and therefore 
citizens. One hundred twelve thousand were on the Pacific coast. 
The center at Gila happens to have more agricultural land than 
some of the other centers. 

Fortunately, many of the people have been specialists in the 
growth of some particular type of vegetable or flower. They are 
now jearning to be more all-round farmers than they have ever 
been before. Of course, like any other city of its size, there is a 
great variety of backgrounds and a larger per cent of college gradu- 
ates than is usual in a town of about 13,000 inhabitants.
